(collectively, the Petitioners") filed a joint motion for

5:001, Section 7. As reason for their joint motion, the

Petitioners state that (1) the information is not known outside
the Petitioners' businesses and is not disclosed generally within
the Petitioners' businesses, and (2) disclosure might cause

competitive injury to the Petitioners, while nondisclosure will

not damage any public interest.

The Commission, having considered the joint motion and being
advised, is of the opinion and finds that it should be granted,
subject to the provision of 807 RAR 5:001, Section 7.

Accordingly, it is HEREBY ORDERED.
